FOE Is Rotten Records your label? 

KURT We had Dirty Rotten Records in the 
beginning, that's how we put out our first record. 
0 ^ Rotten Records was started to reissue our first 
22 record. And then eventually "Dealing With It" and 
^ "Crossover" came off of the Metal Blade contract 
^ and we reissued those as well. Nasty Savage and Raw 
Power both put out albums on Rotten Records. It is 
^ Spike's (DRl's guitarist) label. 

” FOE Why did you leave Metal Blade? 

^ KURT They actually traded us to Enigma. And then 
Enigma ran into financial trouble, so we got out of 
= that contract. 

/ FOE You got traded, like in baseball or football? 

~ KURT Yeah, for some other bands. They don't even 
^ have to ask you or anything. 

I FOE Have you accomplished what you originally set 
out to do with DRI? 

KURT We've done a lot more than what we wanted 
to originally. Our first goal was to just play a show. 
/f Then it was to open up for a national act, and then 
to play out of town, then go on tour and put out a 
7^^' record. We just keep setting new obtainable goals. 
We finally played ]apan recently. Our next goal is to 
play Anchorage Alaska. Ever since we heard Suicidal 
Tendencies played there a few years back, we figured 
if they could do it so could we.

1 
started writing when we were getting like one dollar a 
day to live on and this guy who we hired to take care 
of our mail order while we were on tour had this 
color copier, and he said 1 could use it as much as I 
wanted. So I took some of my drawings and stories 
and copied them, and took em on tour and they all 
sold. So then I took "Notes From The Nest" and 
actually published it. I've been repressing it as I run 
out. I'm on my 5th thousand. I've done 3,000 of 
"The 30-Day Diarrhea Diet Plan" and "Feel the Loud 
Feeling" is my most recent one. Tower books 
distributes them. 1 also print up two other people's 
books. But I try to convince them to put the books 
out themselves. 

FOE Is the subject matter different between your 
books and your songs? 

KURT Yeah. The books are more like a diary. The 
lyrics are a creative outlet. Expressions of emotions 
and thoughts. When someone has a popular song 
out, it's usually because everyone can relate to the 
song and say yeah, that's how I felt. Some people 
can relate to our songs I guess. 

FOE What are some of DRl's ex members up to 
these days? 

KURT Felix, our ex drummer, last I saw him he was 
in Austin. My brother who was our original 
drummer, he's got his own band called Souldozer. 
He's been in a lot of bands since DRI. He was in 
Hirax, Attitude, Two Bit Thief. He's actually been on 
more records than I have, like 16 albums, but he still 
hasn't gone on a real big tour yet. ]osh, who was our 
bass player before ]ohn, works on his father's 
strawberry field in Santa Cruz. Not picking, he's like 
an executive or something. He said he doesn't miss 
the touring. 

FOE What have you been doing since the last 
album, which was released like 2 years ago? 

KURT Found a new drummer, took a vacation, 
took a lot of time to write new songs. It was nice not 
to be on a time schedule to have an album complete. 
It wasn't rushed. We wanted to make sure it was the 
best album we could write. We even wrote extra 
songs. Before, we always had 12 songs, just enough 
for the recording. In a lot of ways this is our best 
album. The next thing I want to put out is a live 
album, for like a "best of thing. We've been doing 
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this for 10 years, and if we're 
going to do a greatest hits thing, it 
might as weli be iive. Maybe we 
can get some new fans with that as 
weii, kind of an introduction to 
the band instead of them having to 
buy aii of the aibums. It might 
entice them to going to our live 
gigs then too. 

FOE Do you think you might 
have lost some of your popularity 
by not releasing anything over the 
last two years? 

KURT Yeah a little bit. A lot of 
people may have thought we 
broke up or something. That's 
why we did this recent tour. We 
opened up for Testament. Just to 
get the name out again, and the 
music scene Is changing, the thrash 
isn't as popular anymore, its more 
of the grunge thing. There will 
always be a market for this 
though. You've got to have a 
good bill to have a successful tour. 
We did the Body Count, Exodus, 
Pro-Pain, DRI tour right around 
Christmas and we still weren't 
selling places out like I thought we 
should have been. 

FOE What does the "madman" 
think about the new album and 
your success? 

KURT They come to our shows In 
Houston (his parents). They like 
it. I think they're glad we moved 
out of my bedroom. They were 
glad when I was able to pay them 
back all the money I had to 
borrow to make it through the 
hard years.
